11 To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate a 
sufficient sum of money to repair or build a bridge across the 
brook near the house of Israel Davis.

The estimated cost of said bridge, filling and 
grading, to approximate about three thousand dollars.

Nearly the same magazines are regularly found upon the 
table as in years past. These,are in constant demand. Gifts 
of annual subscription for Christian Science Journal, Out- 
look, St. Nicholas and The Reporter are gratefully received 
from Christian Science Society at North Conway, Mrs. C. E. 
Morrill, Mrs. W. J. Comstock and B. C. Snyder, to whom we 
again wish to extend thanks for their continued interest. The 
books loaned to the Library Club at East Conway were re- 
turned in July and no more have been called for. 

During the year there have been added through the 
kindness of Mrs. Comstock 16 books, 132 books from the 
Library Funds.

Report of the School Board 


To THE CITIZENS OF CONWAY: 

We respectfully submit to you our annual report, and re- 
fer you to Supt. A. J. Knowlton’s report for statistics, etc. 
We wish to express our appreciation for the liberal: appropri- 
ations you have given us for the past year, to successfully 
maintain our Schools. 

It has been the aim and ambition of the Supt. and Board 
to bring the schools of Conway, in standard and efficiency, 
equal to others in the State and we believe that they have 
shown a steady gain in the right direction, but not as fast as 
we would liked to have seen them in some respects. 

There is one question that confronts us at the present 
time, that seems to us a very serious question, and one that 
needs deep thought and consideration by every citizen and 
taxpayer in the Town, and this is the overcrowded condition 
of our lower grades. This question must be met at once in 
justice to the scholars of our town. ‘The school buildings at 
Conwaw Village and North Conway must be enlarged and 
the employment of two extra teachers for these grades, unless 
you build a high school building to accommodate all above 
the 8th grade. 

The question is here for your consideration. We have 
arrived at the banks of the river. Shall we build a bridge 
and go across, or shall we turn back? 

We are at the present time supporting at Conway Village 
an approved two years high school, also the same at North 
Conway and in justice to all parts of the town will have to 
add two years’ course of study at Center Conway, as there 
are several scholars who enter the 9th grade next year. 

When the two years of approved high school were added 
to our course of study it was the opinion of the Supt. and the 
Board that it was a step in the right direction, and something 
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needed to give our children a better education at home, and 
the opinion of all that it would only bea short time when the 
citizens and taxpayers would see the need of a high school of 
a full four years’ course in the town. 

The time has arrived when we eabutd look at this ques- 
tion fairly, both from what should be done for our boys and 
girls and also from a financial standpoint. 

We ask these questions: 

Are we getting the results for the money we are expend- 
ing? 

Are the children getting the training and education they 
should have? | 

Are we giving the boys and girls of Conway facilities that 
other places of equal size and valuation are giving theirs? 

We answer the questions. We do not think we are un- 
der the present condition. 

A few statistics in regard to what it is costing us at 
present for our two years approved high school as near as we 
can estimate: 

It is costing us at Conway $900.00. 

At North Conway $900.00. 

And if added to Center Conway, Ist year $500.00. 

Besides the equipment for the three schools. 

We have endeavored to give you thegfacts and the actual 
conditions of the schools as they are today. ‘The question is 
for your consideration. 

The work and repairs that have been done in the Centre 
division of the district have ybeen mentioned in Superinten- 
dent Knowlton’s report and need not be mentioned again. 

The Board had under consideration further changes at 
the Center schoolhouse to make the building warmer, but on 
the morning of February 1 an alarm of fire was sounded, the 
schoolhouse was on fire. . The conditions that existed when 
‘people reached the building were such that the entire con- 
tents were destroyed. ‘This included a nice piano, an organ, 
a bookcase purchased through the efforts of the primary chil- 
dren, a new large dictionary and holder, which had been re- 
cently purchased with funds earned by an entertainment 
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given at the close of the summer term, by the children of the 
intermediate school. The origin of the fire will remain a 
mystery. 

There was an insurance of $1,500. We notice some 
criticism because the schoolboard carries such small insurance 
on the school buildings. But it was only a few years ago 
that we had to struggle against an effort to cut off any ap- 
propriation for insurance, the claim being that Conway was 
able to carry its own risks. 

We do feel that the proper insurance of the school build- 
ings is a matter that needs thoughtful attention. The chair- 
man of the Board and Superintendent came to the Centre 
immediate upon hearing of the loss, and with the local mem- 
ber tried to devise plans for the school work to be carried on 
with as little break as possible. 

The selectmen were conferred with, and they very will- 
ingly gave permission for the hall to be used. It was de- 
cided that both schools must convene in one room, and in 
the lower hall as there they would have the sun all day. 
Material sufficient to begin with was gotten together and 
school was opened on Tuesday morning, February 3d. The 
school was carried on for three weeks, when the schoolboard 
voted it best to close, all conditions considered, for the re- 
mainder of the winter term. 

We trust the citizens especially interested in the building 
of a new schoolhouse will give the matter thought and study 
and know at the coming district meeting just what is needed. 

The matter of drainage needs most careful attention, as 
~the school has been several times been driven out by water 
flooding the basement. 

We think that five or six thousand dollars above the in- 
surance should construct and equip a modern three room 
building with good basement under the entire building. 

We feel that Superintendent Knowlton has been untiring 
in his efforts for our schools, and know that under his care pu- 
pils who do not successfully pass the examinations are not to 
be allowed to slide by, and their cards stamped “promoted” 
when they have not earned such marking. 
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We feel that all adverse conditions are getting into shape 
now so that when a child gets through with the school work 
in Conway it will mean advancement to them when they en- 
ter other schools. 

We hope you will look for some of the good results at- 
tained by students of Conway. Don’t always look for the 
poor results. Let our motto be “Excelsior.” 

Two years ago the school district made an appropriation 
to improve the school building at North Conway. “Again last 
year improvements were authorized and a committee appoint- 
ed. The two years have passed and nothing has been done. 
The things needed are relief for the crowded condition of 
some rooms, an improved heating plant, an effective system 
of ventilation; and most important of all, new sanitary equip- 
ment. The health of the children requires that the sanitation 
of this building be attended to without delay. Before a new 
school year opens the establishment of a proper system is 
imperative. 

We also recommend that enough money be raised to put 
the grounds about the school building at North Conway in 
suitable shape. 

In accordance with chapter 52, session laws 1909. The 
School Board recommend to the Selectmen that the following 
sums for the following purposes are necessary for the ensuing 
year: first, High School tuition, $1000; second, Text books 
and supplies, $850.

School Report. 


- Mr. Chairman and Members of the School Board of Conway: 

I have the honor and privilege to submit to you my 
second annual report of the public schools of Conway, it 
being the fifth in the series of such reports. 

The year has witnessed a steady growth but not nal 
along all lines. Special stress has been placed on the sub- 
jects of reading and arithmetic because they are important 
tools in the acquisition of future knowledge. Without ease 
and facility in reading and an accurate working knowledge 
of the fundamentals of arithmetic, the pupil can advance but 
slowly. We endeavor to complete the mechanics of reading 
not later than the fourth grade. It should be completed at 
the end of the third year, and a part of our pupils are able 
to do this. 

Some of tke stories are dramatized in the lowest grades 
to give variety and interest to the reading. In this way 
the stories are lived by the children and thus they get a true 
picture of the descriptive matter read. ‘This is of great value 
in learning to read understandingly. 

During the fall te:m the schools at North Conway were 
under quarantine for two weeks on account of an epidemic 
of scarlet fever. Part of this time was made up at the 
Christmas vacation. 

NEW RULE. 

On October 4, 1913, the School Board passed the for 
lowing rule: In order that a child may enter school he must 
have reached the age of six at the time of opening of the 
school in September or will reach the ape of six during the 
calendar year. 

TEACHERS. 


There are two less teachers employed this year owing 
to the closing of the Four Corners school and transporting 
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the pupils to Conway village and combining the schools at 
Conway Center. 

There were several resignations at the close of the school 
year, viz; Prin. D. A. Wheeler and his assistant, Jessie Alley, 
at North Conway; Miss Gladys Hoagland, second and third 
grades, Conway; Misses Gushee, Chase and Goodwin at Con 
way Center. A short time before schools were to open Miss 
‘Lord of Conway resigned and after the schools had been in 
session one week Miss Knapton resigned to accept a better 
paying school near her home. 

To fill the various positions the following teachers were 
secured: For North Conway, principal, Arthur T. Ellison, as- 
sistant, Verna M. Corey; at Conway, assistant, Alice H. 
Richards, second primary Martha B. Fifield, Miss Knapton’s 
room Agnes P. Seavey; at Conway Center Sarah A. Jones and 
Elizabeth A. Kennedy. Miss Kennedy resigned Feb. 1st to 
enter a training school and her place has been filled by Elsie 
Wickens. 

Miss Hill asked for a substitute for the remainder of the 
winter term on account of sickness in herhome. Miss Mary 
R. Donovan was secured Feb. 2nd.

The 18 teachers employed have preparation as follows: 
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9 graduates of normal schools, 2 hold N. H. teacher’s certifi- 
cates, 3 college graduates, 1 partial college course, 1 graduate 
of training school, 2 no special training for teaching. ‘This 
shows 66% per cent of professionally trained teachers in our 
schools against 52 per cent last year. 

For another year, we recommend an increase in the 
wages of teachers according to schedule adopted last year. 
We also recommend an assistant in the primary room at Con- 
way and one at North Conway. Owing to the number of 
pupils in these rooms this year, it has been necessary to have 
the second grade in the morning and the first grade in the 
afternoon. This arrangement has worked fairly well for the 
second grade but not so well for the first. It seems that with 
an assistant in these rooms with both grades all day better 
results may be obtained. I hope that it will be possible to 
make this arrangement for the spring term. 

At Conway Ceutre we wovld recommend a third teacher, 
a man, and have a ninth grade or first year high school. 

REPAIRS AND SCHOOL BUIUDINGS. 

Some slate boards were put into the Kearsarge school 
house and the walls weretinted. ‘This building needs quite a 
good deal of repairing. ‘The lighting is very poor, there 
should be more windows. ‘The discarded partial system of 
ventilation should be completed and put into working condi- 
tion, the underpinning should be repaired, a larger woodshed 
built in which to put the fuel and the building ought to be 
painted. 

The roof of the Redstone school building was covered with 
iron roofing as also was the East Conway schoolhouse. New 
windows and slate boards were put in at East Conway. and 
the building painted inside and out. 

Some repairs were made on the furnace at Conway Cen- 
ter. The other repairs were of minor importance. 

Nothing was done to rectify the unsanitary conditions 
existing at the North Conway school building. We-hope 
that some action will be taken to rectify those conditions for 
the sake of the boys and girls who are obliged to spend so 
much of their time there. 
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On the morning of January 31, 1914, the school building 
at Conway Center was burned with all the books and furnish- 
ings. ‘The cause of the fire is not known. This is a heavy 
loss to the town. . 

The schools at the Center were reopened in the town 
hall on ‘Tuesday, Feb. 3rd. The conditions are far from 
ideal but the best that can be had till another school build- 
ing is erected. We should suggest that action be taken at 
once toward the erection of a new bu lding in order that it 
may be ready for occupancy in the fall. 

MUSIC AND DRAWING. 

The courses in music and drawing have very much en- 
riched the curricula of our schools. It is really wonderful to 
see what has been accomplished in the short time since their 
introduction. ‘The best results, as a whole are to be found 
in the lower grades. It will take several years for the best 
work to appear in the upper grades as ability to do along 
these lines is a result of growth. 

There was an exhibit of the school work near the close 
of the schools last June. Those who saw the exhibit could 
judge the excellence of the work for themselves. Some work 
of each child was exhibited in all subjects where possible. 

HIGH SCHOOLS. 

The high schools for the year have been under the fol- 
lowing instructors: Conway—Prin. Wm. H. Bailey with Miss 
Lord as assistant till close of the. school year July 1st and 
Alice H. Richards assistant since Sept.; North Conway— 
Prin. D. A. Wheeler with Miss Alley as assistant till the close 


of the school year ane since September, Arthur T. Ellison has 
been principal with Verna M. Corey as assistant. Both of 
the schools have been approved by the State Educational 
Department. Short reports by the principals are given be- 
low and made a part of this report. 


REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE CONWAY 
HIGH SCHOOL. 
To the Superintendent, the School Board, and the citizens 
of Conway: 
The Conway Village High school has been approved

aga.n by the State Board of Education. I feel that we can 
show an advancement in scholarship over the preceding year 
as great as can be expected under present conditions. But 
in order to meet the state requirements, again I would sug 
gest that the parents co-operate with the teachers by insist: 
ing that their children do more studying outside the school: 
room, | 

This year we have anew assistant in the high school, 
Miss Alice Richards, who is a recent graduate of Bates Col- 
lege and has some exprience in teaching. She has been 
conscientious and successful in her work. It is by no means 
a satisfactory arrangement to have the high school assistant 
in charge of the eighth grade of the grammar school. 

The necessity of afully equipped high school offering, a 
fouryear’s course is greater than ever before. Ina town the 
size of Conway money ought not to be spared in giving the 
young men and women as good an education, at least, as 
other towns of the same size give theirs. The people do not 
seem to realize that they are turning many of their boys and 
girls into the srreets at the very age when they most need 
the careful training that might be supplied in a properly con- 
ducted high school. 

The entering class this fall was more than equal to the 
class that finished last June. ‘The total enrollment of the 
high school at the beginning of the year was 26, 13 bovs 
and 13 girls. A fair average, daily attendance of 23 was main- 
tained during the fall term, making the percent of attendance 


93 per cent. All of the pupils are taking the classical course, 
including Latin, German, English, Mathematics, and History. 
I consider that what success the Conway Village school 
may have had during my principalship has been due to the 
interest and kind help of those who have deeply in mind the 
welfare of the school.

REPORT OF THE PRINCIPAL OF THE NORTH CON 
WAY HIGH SCHOOLS. 


Mr. Alonzo J. Knowlton, Superintendent of Schools: 
The North Conway High School opened Sept. 15, for 
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the fall term, the total enrollment being 30. In the first yeaf 
11 boys and 7 girls enrolled. In the second year, 9 boys 
and 3 girls) The usual two courses of study were offered; 
English and Latin. Of the 18 enrolled in the first year, 5 
boys and 2 gi.ls took the English course, and 5 boys and 5 
virls the Latin. Of the 12 enrolled in the second year, 2 
girls and one boy continued their Latin, and the 9 boys and 
3 girls the German. 

The aim of the work taken up this year has been to fol- 
low strictly the curriculum laid down by the state board for 
an approved school. 

That we have accomplished this end is shown by the 
statement of the Deputy State Superintendent after visiting 
our school. He states, “that he was very much pleased with 
the work being done in the N. C. H. S.” 

While we have not had everything to do with, we have 
taken what we had given us and used it to the best of our 
ability. 

We have introduced a very little mechanical drawing, 
and hope to complete —t least a dozen plates before the close 
of the year. 

Our history courses have been supplemented by the 
use of map books which have proved very beneficial. 

We have opened the large room upstairs for basket ball 
and a general play room. It has proved fairly popular and 
has afforded a means of recreation when the weather would 
not warrant being out of doors. 


Your Superintendent, Mr. Knowlton, has assisted us 
greatly in carrying out our work. 


Ast? bi LISON, 
JANITORS. 
We have had the same efficient janitors this year as last. 
Che floors In some of the rural schools are in such condition 
that it is difficult for a janitor to keep them properly swept. 
HOLIDAYS. 
During the year appropriate exercises were held in the 
schools to teach the meaning of the various public holidays 


and to commemorate the anniversaries »of the birthdays of 
Washington, Lincoln and Edison. 
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SPECIAL EXERCISES. 

The children at Conway Center with the assistance of 
the teachers, gave an entertainment entitled “A Trip to 
Europe” last June and with the funds purchased a New In: 
ternational Dictionary and stand. The programs for this 
play were designed and made by the children as a part of 
their drawing lessons, 

HOME GARDEN CONTESTS. 

The boys and girls in the Conway and Bartlett schools 
entered the home garden contests of vegetables and flowers 
for the prizes offered by the granges. Some very satisfactory 
results were reached by those who persisted to the end and 
their efforts were rewarded, not so much in the prizes won-as 
in the satisfaction of having carried an undertaking toa 
successful close. Many who entered fell by the wayside when 
they woke tothe realization that the production of good 
plants required much and constant care, plenty of plant food 
and moisture. There were 87 who entered the contest. 
Twenty others{had gardens, but did not compete for the 
prizes. We hope that another season will show a large in- 
crease in numbers and greater interest in home gardens. 

MEDICAL INSPECTION. 

There was passed at the last legislature a law permitting 
towns to authorize the school boards to have medical inspec- 
tion in theirschools, Ifa town instructs. the school board 
. to pay the cost of same from the school funds or they may 
raise a special amount for the purpose. ‘The latter seems the 
better way. We believe that we ought to have medical in- 
spection in the schools of Conway and hope that the time is 
not far off when the people will require this in the schools. 
SUPERINTENDENT’S TIME. 

My time has been divided as follows: nine-fifeenths to 
Conway, and two fifteenths to Madison, Bartlett Town and 
Bartlett Special, respectfully. I have attended three County 
Teachers’ Conventions, taking part in two, State Teachers’ 
Associations, New England Association of School Superin- 
tendents, two school board conferences, two educational 
council meetings and three day’s institute for superintendents, 
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I also took three cotirses in education at Dartmouth College 
summer school, My reading during the year has been such 


as to keep me abreast of the times in educational circles; 
consisting of educational papers and professional books,
